III  presenting  this  its  Fifteenth  Annual  Report,  your  Coun- 
cil has  again,  as  in  the  reports  of  the  two  previous  years,  to 
ikploie  the  apparent  lack  of  interest  in  the  most  important 
(lep.irtment  of  the  Society's  work,  viz  :  the  carrying  on  of 
original  work  and  the  reading  of  papers  in  coiniectiou  there- 
with. 

Uiil  two  communications  have  been  read  before  the  Society 
•Lhrou<;hout  the  year,  both  of  them,  however,  replete  with 
intLivst.  The  first  of  these  was  on  The  Rupert's  Land  Insti- 
lute,  liy  Rev.  Canon  O'Meara  ;  the  second  is  the  one  which 
\vc  have  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  this  evening, 
Worthies  of  the  Old  Red  River,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kryce. 

The  formation  of  the  Free  Public  Library  by  the  City 
Council  during  the  year  and  the  consequent  re-adjustment  of 
rooms,  etc.,  has,  no  doubt,  hindered  the  Societj  somewhat  in  its 
own  work.  It  is  now,  however,  confidently  expected  that  the 
present  arrangement,  together  with  the  appointment  of  a  third 
librarian,  a  considerable  portion  of  whose  time  is  to  be  entirely 
tlivokd  to  the  Society,  will  work  very  satisfactorily. 

Thij  re-cataloguing  of  the  Reference  Library  has  already 
'cen  completed,  and  when  our  collections  shall  have  been 
igain  thoroughly  gone  over  and  put  into  proper  shape,  it  is 
t'uc  inkntion  to  .set  apart  certain  days  when  free  admi.ssion 
^liall  he  allowed  the  public. 

\Vc  have  again  to  thank  Mr.  Basil  Hamilton  for  his  assis- 
''incc  m  helping  to  build  u})  the  nuiseum,  his  collections  of 
last  year  having  been  considerably  added  to. 

The  associate  membership  list  of  the  Society  disappeared

The  report  of  the  Library  and  Publication  CommiueLMva« 
submitted  by  Prof.  Baird,  and  is  as  follows  :

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Report  of  Ubra«'y  and  Publication  Committee. 

The  Library  Committee  begs  to  report  that  its  attention 
diirini;  the  past  year  has  been  directed  not  so  much  to  the 
acqui'-itioti  of  new  or  rare  books  and  pamphlets  as  to  the  better 
arrangement  and  classification  of  the  volumes  already  upon 
the  shelves  of  the  vSociety's  North- West  aud  Reference 
Ijhr.iries. 

h  IS  true  that  a  considerable  number  of  volumes  has  been 
aided  to  each  of  these  divisi(Mis,  but  none  of  outstanding  im- 
|M)rlance,  unless,  perhaps,  a  complete  copy  of  Harmon's 
Jiiurn;il  deserves  mention.  This  book  is  now  extreir^  ^y  rare 
and  all  the  vSociety  had  hitherto  been  able  to  .secure  was  a 
mutilated  copy  found  by  the  late  A.  \V.  Kippan,  Ksq.,  in  the 
iiLis^diliorliood  of  Prince  Albert,  and  presented  by  him  to  the 
Society. 

The  thanks  of  the  vSociety  are  due  to  the  Dominion  Govern- 
nieni  the  United  vStates  G(n-ernment,  and  the  large  inimber 
of  scientific,  antiquarian  and  other  .societies  which  have  con- 
tinue'1  to  send  us  their  publications  as  exchanges. 

Ivr.ly  in  the  year  the  Committee  undertook  the  re-catalogu- 
;;ig  ot  the  North-West  and  Reference  Libraries.  The  work 
was  hc^un  by  Miss  Jackson  and  the  chairman,  but  the  large 
increase  of  work  falling  upon  the  librarians  after  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Free  Public  Library,  made  it  necessary  to  secure 
other  assistance,  and  in  Mrs.  J.  W.  E.  Darby,  who  entered 
iipoii  h  r  duties  in  September,  the  vSociety  has  been  fortunate 
in  finding  a  very  efficient  officer. 

Till  catalogue  is  in  two  divisions — one  according  to  authors, 
arranm- 1  alphabetically,  and  the  other  according  to  subjects. 
Alter  careful  consideration  and  many  comparisons,  the  Com- 
[raittee  adopted  for  this  second  division  the  system  of  decimal 
IclaNsific  iiioii  with  which  is  as.sociated  the  name  of  Mr.  Melvil 
I)e\ve\ ,  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  which 
ispiihli-hed  by  the  Literary  Bureau  of  Boston.  In  this  sys- 
tem the  field  of  knowledge  is  divided  into  five  main  classes 
I  and  numbered  from    1  tot).     Cyclopaedias,  periodicals,  etc.,  so 
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general  in  character  as  to  belong  to  none  of  these  classes,  are 
marked  with  a  zero  and  collected  into  a  tenth  class.  Eacli  of 
these  ten  classes  is  further  arranged  in  ten  subdivisions  and 
where  necessary  each  of  the  ten  subdivisions  is  again  divided 
into  ten.  There  are  thus  a  thousand  cla.sses  possible,  each 
related  to  tho.se  that  immediately  precede  and  follow  it.  The 
two  highest  lines  of  classification  are  indicated  in  tlie  fol- 
lowing table  :

The  system  has  been  in  successful  operation   for  twenty-one 
years  and  has  thus  pa.ssed  beyond  the  experimental  stage. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  this  cla.ssification  available  to 
users  of  the  library  the  Rudolph  Indexer  Book  has  been 
adopted.  This  is  an  improvement  upon  the  ordinary  card 
cataloi^'ue  by  which,  instead  of  each  motion  of  the  hand  dis- 
playing a  single  title,  the  turning  of  each  leaf  di.sclo.ses  some 
tifty  titles. 

Ad\'antage  was  taken  of  the  rearrangement  of  the  books  to 
fcarratige  also  the  book  cases.  The  shelving,  which  at  the 
time  of  removal  lo  the  present  rooms,  was  simply  transferred 
to  new  wall  .spaces,  which  in  some  cases  it  did  not  fit,  has 
l)een  re-modelled  and  adapted  to  its  new  situation,  and  a 
1-^rge  number  of  new  shelves  has    been    added.       This   has 
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made  a  very  decided  improvement   in  the  appearance  of  the 
rooms,  and  has  made  the  work  of  classification  much  easier. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Report  of  the  Archaeological  and   Natural  History 

Committee. 

Gentlemen  : 

Your  Committee  has  held  several  meetings  during  tl'A-  ytar 
past,  at  which  unfortunately,  but  few  of  the  members  were 
present. 

On  account  of  the  change  which  took  place  a  year  a_<;o  in 
the  quarters  occupied  by  the  Society,  the  collectioii.s  were 
found,  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  to  be  in  a  somewhat  un- 
satisfactory condition,  there  being  a  want  of  classification  and 
proper  arrangement.  A  good  many  of  the  labels  attaclicd  to 
exhibits  had  in  some  manner  been  mislaid  or  even  lo;«t. 
Further,  on  careful  examination,  some  of  the  labels  .still  at- 
tached were  found  to  be  faulty  in  their  character.  Your  Com- 
mittee has  done  considerable  work  in  rearranging  «• 'jciiiiiii- 
and  attaching  new  labels.  This  part  of  the  work  has  as  yet. 
however,  not  been  finished  ;  the  fossil  department  ha\  ing  as 
yet  not  been  entered  upon.  It  is  hoped,  however,  tliat  the 
collections  will  soon  be  properly'  classified  throughout.  And 
when  this  is  finished  it  is  believed  that  this  department  of  the 
Society's  work  will  add  materially  to  the  interest  taken  by 
the  public  generally  in  the  Society.  To  this  end  your  Com- 
mittee would  like  to  see  one  or  two  days  a  week  set  apart  tor  j 
admission  of  the  general  public  to  our  collections,  au<l  since  | 
there  is  now  a  regularly  appointed  official  in  superintt  ndance  j 
over  the  Society's  library  and  collections,  this  miglit  verv 
easily  be  effected. 
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The  most  important  additions  to  this  department  through- 
out the  year  have  come  from  Mr.  Basil  Hamilton,  to  whom  we 
are  imlebted  for  many  valuable  relics  of  the  early  history  of 
our  Province,  as  well  as  for  a  fine  collection  of  about  400  coins, 
ihe  same  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  Society  for  him. 

It  is  earnestly  desired  by  your  Committee  that  as  far  as 
po.ssiMe  for  the  ensuing  year,  only  members  of  the  vSociety 
who  are  likely  to  take  an  active  interest  in  this  department 
should  be  nominated. 

Your 'Committee  would  also  strongly  recommend  that  the 
Society  .should  endeavor  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  City 
Council  to  have  the  stair  space  on  the  north  side  of  the  build- 
ing floored  over,  as  nearly  as  possible,  on  a  level  with  the  hall 
floor.  This  would  give  a  large  amount  of  additional  space  for 
the  arrangement  of  collections,  and  would  greatly  facilitate  our 
work  at  a  comparatively  small  outlay.

V(nir  Committee  has  to  report  a  year's  work  of  great  im- 
portance to  the  Society,  and  the  City  at  large.  During  the 
year  ilie  City  Council  again  took  up  the  matter  of  a  Free 
Public  Library.  So  in.structed  by  the  Society  the  Committee 
acceplcfl  heartily  the  proposed  scheme,  and  were  able  to  give 
the  City  Council  valuable  a.ssistance  in  perfecting  it.  At 
length  complete  arrangements  were  made  and  the  Free  Library 
opened  on  the  2nd  of  Septe'nber.  Under  the  new  arrangenrent 
I  there  is  an  equal  number  of  representatives  appointed  by  the 
City  Council  and  the  Society.  The  ']ity  allows  for  the  current 
jVear  Si:  ()00,  out  of  which  certain  claims  of  the  Society  have 
I  been  paid. 

Tlk  Committee  is  glad  to  report  that  there  has  been  a 
[great  increase  in  the  number  of  readers  availing  themselves  of 
hhe  Uhrary.     The  number  has  now  reached  1,000.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Historical   and    Scientific  Society 
of  Manitoba. 

{^Assented  to  25th  June,  1S79]. 

Whkreas  the  persons  hereinafter  named  have  formed 
themselves  into  a  vSociety  and  have  petitioned  for  an  Act  of 
Incorporation  for  such  Society  ;  therefore,

NAME 

Tliis  vSociety  shall  be  called  the  Historical  and  Scientific 
Socii;tv  of  Manitoba. 

ARTICLE  I— OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and  maintain  a  general 
library  of  scientific  and  popular  literature,  also  to  embody,  arrange  and 
preserve  a  library  of  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  manuscripts,  prints, 
papers  or  paintings.  A  museum  of  minerals,  arclueological  curiosities 
ami  ol)jects  generally  illustrative  of  the  civil ,  religious,  literary  and 
n:Uural  history  of  the  lauds  and  territories  north  and  west  of  Lake 
Superior ;  to  rescue  from  oblivion  the  memories  of  the  early  mission- 
aries, tur  traders,  explorers  and  settlers  of  the  aforesaid  lands  and  terri- 
tories, and  to  obtain  and  preserve  narratives  in  print,  manuscripts,  or 
otherwise,  of  their  travels,  adventures,  labors  and  observations ;  to 
ascertain,  record,  preserve  and  publish,  when  necessary,  information 
with  re<,'ard  to  the  history  and  present  condition  of  the  said  regions,  and 
the  Society  may  take  steps  to  promote  the  study  of  History  and  Science 
V  lectures  and  other  means. 


ARTICLE  II— MEMBERS. 

1.  1  he  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  honorary  and 
life  members. 

2.  Corresponding  members  shall  be  persons  residing  elsewhere  than 
1  the  City  of  Winnipeg  who  feel  an  interest  in  the  Society  and  its  objects, 
aiKl  are  willing  to  aid  it  by  representing  it  in  their  vicinity  and  procuring 
'oiialious  for  its  library  and  museum. 


!      \- 
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3.  Honorary  members  shall  consist  more  particularly  of  i)crsoiis 
whose  careers  have  been  associated  with  the  history  of  the  Doniiniou  of 
Canada,  in  trade,  explorations,  science,  art,  literature,  or  missionary 
labors. 

ARTICLE  III-ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

No  person  shall  hereafter  be  elected  a  member  unless  proposed  and 
seconded  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  or  Executive  Couik  il,  and 
balloted  for  at  any  succeeding  meeting  of  t'l*^  Society  or  Council,  and 
one  negative  vote  in  every  five  cast  shall  exclude  the  candidate. 

ARTICLE  IV— FEES  AND  DUES. 

1.  Each  active  member  shall  on  admission  pay  three  dollars  in  full 
of  entrance  fee,  which  .shall  include  dues  for  the  first  year,  ami  which 
shall  be  enclosed  with  the  application  for  membership.  He  shall  pay 
three  dollars  yearly  in  advance  thereafter,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  of  ,the  Society,  and  all  subscriptions  shall  end  on  ;ilsl  of 
December  in  each  year. 

2.  Any  person  by  paying  $2o  at  one  time  shall  become  a  life  mem- 
ber, and  shall  thereafter  be  free  from  the  payment  of  annual  dues. 

ii.  Should  any  member  fail  to  pay  the  annual  dues  within  one  month 
after  the  first  of  January  his  name  may  be  erased  from  the  roll  of  n;e!ii- 
bership,  and  if  in  arrears  for  one  year  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member. 

4.  When  an  active  member  removes  from  the  city  his  name  may, 
upon  application  to  the  Secretary,  be  placed  on  the  list  of  corresiiondini; 
members,  and  when  a  corresponding^  member  becomes  a  resident  of  the 
city,  he  may  on  application  be  entered  on  the  list  of  active  members  on 
the  payment  of  the  entrance  fee  and  dues. 

ARTICLE  V— GOVERNMENT. 

1.  The  government  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  an  Executive 
Council  consisting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  resident  in  Winnipej,'. 

2,  The  Executive  Council  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  buildiniss, 
funds,  securities  and  properties  of  ail  kinds  belonging  to  the  Society, 
They  shall  have  in  their  hands  the  entire  control  and  regulation  o!  its 
affairs.  They  shall  have  control  of  the  collection  and  disbursements  of 
funds  and  shall  take  all  needful  measures  for  the  success  ami  proper 
management  of  the  Society.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such 
standing  or  other  coumiittees  from  their  own  number  as  they  si  ill  deem 
necessary  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  Society  and  its  several  de.  j 
partments,  and  may  frame  by  laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  museum  aaJ 
library  as  they  may  see  fit,  provided  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  constitution  and  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  They  | 
shall  fill  vacancies  among  the  officers  of  the  Society,  caused  by  deatb, 
removal  from  city,  resignation  or  any  other  cause. 
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ARTICLE  VI-OFFICERS. 

1.  The  othcers  of  the  Society  who  shall  be  chosen  from  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Council  shall  be  as  follows  : 

I'resident,    1st    Vice-President,   2iid  Vice-President,    Secretary    and 

Treasurt-r. 

1  The  above  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  after  nomination  at 
theainiual  meeting  of  the  Society.  They  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

H.  No  such  officer  of  the  .Society  or  member  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil sliall  receive  any  salary  for  his  services. 

4.  If  any  officer  is  absent  from  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council  more  than  three  succersive  nteetings,  unless  detained  by 
sickness,  absence  from  the  city,  or  any  other  just  cause,  his  office  may 
be  declared  vacant. 

ARTICLE  VII-VACANCIES. 

If  a  vacancy  .shall  happen  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the  Society  it  shall 
be  filled  by  election  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  E.xecutive  Coun- 
cil, and  the  person  so  elected  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  unexpired  term 
of  the  person  vacating  the  same. 

ARTICLE  VIII-ANNUAL  HEETINQ. 

1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  Februarj'  in  each  year  at  bi  o'clock,  and  the  name  of  no  person 
shall  be  entered  on  the  list  of  active  members  eligible  to  vote  who  shall 
not  have  paid  his  fees  for  the  current  year  on  or  before  the  Saturday 
preceding  the  annual  meeting. 

-.  -Notice  of  such  meeting  shall  be  given  through  the  mail  at  least  S 
days  before  the  meeting,  to  every  member  of  the  Societj-  at  his  last 
blown  address. 


ARTICLE  IX— PRESIDING  OFFICER. 

The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  or  in

Society  and  of  the  Executive  Council  and  shall  have  a  casting  vote.     He

ARTICLE  X-SECRETARY. 

1.  The  .Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence  with  honorary  and 
|corTesponding  members  as  well  as  with  all  literary  and  scientific  corre- 
oiideiits,  individual  or  corporate,  of  the  Society,  and  shall  preserve  the 
['''iRinals  of  rdl  letters  received  by  him  and  lay  them  before  the  Executive 
Nnncil  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 
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2.  He  shall  keep  the  inimUes  and  records  of  the  Society,};''"--  ilue 
notice  of  all  meetinj^s  of  the  Society  or  I\xecutive  Council.  Il--  shall 
record  the  death  of  members  and  report  the  same  to  the  next  iiuviin>;.

ARTICLE  XI— TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Socitly  aiil 
disburse  the  same  only  on  the  order  of  the  Kxecutive  Council  aUtstcd 
by  the  Secretary.  He  shall  keep  a  true  account  of  his  receipts  aii'i  pav 
ments  and  report  the  same  in  full  to  the  Society  at  its  meetings  in  Jan- 
uary, April,  and  October,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Hxi-ciUivi- 
Council  may  request  the  amount  of  receipts  and  payments,  aiul  tin  bal- 
ance then  on  hand. 

ARTICLE  XII-AUDITORS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  appoint  two  auditors  \vlni-.„- 
duty  it  shall  be  to  audit  the  quarterly  and  annual  reports  of  the  Trea-. 
urer.  ;ln  case  of  their  resignation  or  inability  to  act  the  KxcciUivL 
Council  shall  appoint  others  in  their  stead. 

ARTICLE  Xlll-LIBRARIAN. 

A  Librarian  may  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Executive  Coiiiic;! 
and  paid  for  his  service?.      He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said  Couiuil, 
have  charge  and  superintendence   of  the    library  and  museum   of  the 
Society,  and  the  care  and  arrangement  of  the  books,  manuscripts,  iiiaib 
paintings,    &c.,    belonging  to  the  same.     He  shall  properly  preserve, 
arrange  and  keep  them  in  order  ;    he  shall  prepare  and  keep  a  proper 
catalogue  and  list  of  the  same.

of    the    donor.        He     shall     under     no     circumstances     perniii    any 
book  of  reference,  manuscript,  document,  maps,  pictures,    j)ropt.rty  be- 
long to  the  museum,  or  any  books  or  works  not  intended  for  genera!  circu 
lation  belonging  to  the  Society  to  be  removed  from  the  rooms,  unkssper- 
mission  has  been  granted  by  the  Kxecutive  Council  or  their  standing  com 
mittee  on  library  and  museum.

He  shall   also  attend  to  any  other 
duties  required  of  him  by  the  E-xecutive  Council  as  to  the  collection  o(  | 
dues  or  other  work  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  and  maintenance  of  the  j 
Society.     The    Council    may   also   appoint   such    assistants   as  may  be! 
necessary. 
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ARTICLE  XIV.— AnENDHENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

This  constitution  can  be  altered  or  amended  only  at  a  general  nieet- 
ini;  (if  ihe  Society  called  for  that  purpose,  and  notice  for  such  proposed 
amendments  must  be  fjiven  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society  or  Executive 
Couiuil  at  least  one  month  previous  to  such  general  meeting. 


BY=LAWS. 


NiMUKR  1. — The  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  shall  be 
beld  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  monih  at  S  o'clock,  and  a  regular 
meetintc  of  the  Society  shall  be  called  for  the  fourth  Thursday  at 
vi'clock.  No  regular  meetings  of  the  Society  or  Executive  Council 
shall  !)t-  held  during  June,  Jiily,  August. 

No,  '1. — Special  meetings  of  the  Council  or  of  the  vSociety  may  be 
called  by  the  authority  of  the  President,  or  either  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
ami  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  President  or  \'ice-Presidents,  to  call  a 
special  meeting  upon  the  recjuisition  of  five  active  or  life  members,  of 
which  ihie  notice,  either  written  or  printed,  stating  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting  shall  be  given  ;  and  at  any  such  meeting  business  of  an  ordinary 
character  may  be  transacted,  but  for  such  last  mentioned  purpose  the 
consent  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary.

No.  8.  There  shall  be  a  special  library  committee,  consistini;  of  four 
members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  ex-officio  the  President  of  the  Soiiely, 
which  shall  in  conjunction  with  the  Library  Committee  of  the  City 
Council  have  the  charge  and  management  of  the  library,  in  piusnance 
of  the  existing  or  any  future  arrangement  between  the  Society  and  the 
Citv  Council. 
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
